Just Low t.ey try end help me nay interest you. Because of the 
difficulties I haven had with my mull, I a skthat when they send a large batch 
of material they register it. This gets charged to me# I pay the cost. In the 
past, when they sent me fewer documents than tot£l in cost what registration 
does, I have asked them to use bother judgement, not register. 

Well, yesterday, I got from them a duplicate copy of pages 8 and 9 of 
the seme file with page 7, from fs different file, that in the name section 
under Corley. Bill 0 , e copy of page 7 of File 47 that was filed under " rerhin, 
Htogh, and a copy of pages 7 and 8 filed under "Hester, *-uke Christopher". In 
short, what they could have franked ms free and would have cost me 20/*', one 
copy of page 7 of File 47, cost me o little more than 10 times that. 'i’his is bra 
of the minor ways in wh=ch my limited funds ere burned up. 

I hove copied page 7 from the Larkin file because that is the more 
distinct one. I huve improved it somewhat by overexposure in the machine I use. 

It was not really bad by their standards to begin with, but it also was not 
this clear. It is interesting to note that the bottom of the page has the 
standard FBI form typed on. I'hey have a printed form they use, end the printed 
legend is at the bottom, ^ou can see numerous examples in PHOTOGRAPHIC VEITh- 
WASH (where in some cases I eliminated blanl space)# 

This does not make me wonder leas why the FBI did net interview 
Larkin (if not Heater Sr#) or, if they did, why it is not in the file# In 
short, when I add this to the fa * lure to respond in any way to my question, 
was there eny kina of an investigation of the license number, my curiosity is 
mere picqued. I think et this point it would be a good Idee, now that the 
investigation is over and the some phoney "security" cannot be invoked, if the 
same inquiry were made in New York# I would like to know what hogpens if it 
is done# There cannot have been a "freeze" on information and "only the FBI 
could obtain this information" and no FBI interest, no FBI report. Which makes 
interest in Valle end Bolden a little stronger. 

I do hope Corley and Hester understand that, If and when this entire 
fake solution to the greatest si.ngla c^irne in our history comes apart, they 
have been carefully framed with a minor share of responsibility by treir ever- 
friendly BBI# They are not alone# The government arranged it so hundreds of 
people might later have growing doubts about their own conduct, so that, in some 
cases, history would deal harshly with them, es if they wsre silent when later 
developments indicate they should not have been. This, in turn, tends to ~eke 
people continue silence, which, in turn, tend3 to preserve the public reputation 
of the ever-vigilent, the sleepless, unflagging, undeterred FBI, just like on TV.
